King Winter Staggers as | 
Temperatures Skyrocket 
on Monday

WINNIPEG, Dec, 30.—After a sud- 
den week-end dance across the wes- 
tern weather stage, summer 
somewhere in the wings todey as the 
prairies echoed encore, Winter stag- 
gered as temperatures skyrocketted to 
unseasonable heights, Continued mild- 
ness {is the forecast. Prairie residents 
slushed their way to work today 
through a moist nyass of melting snow. 
In some cities a layer of ice formed 
overnight on the wet streets. and cars 
skidded and pedestrians slid in an 
ungovernable early morning rush, 

During the past 48 hours, rain has 
been reported from Prince Albert, 
Sask., Edmonton, Alta,, and Winnipeg. 

At 52 degrees above zero, Lethbridge, 
Alta., was the warmest spot in the 
prairie provinces, Calgary and Medi- 
ane Hat, Alta, sweltered at 48 above 

Less than two weeks ago, the mer- 
cury gravitated nearly to 40 below at 
Regina, Sask., Edmonton, Alta,, and 
Winnipeg—now their week-end highs 
were 40 degrees above the cipher, 

Hard-frozen streets of The Pas, on 
Manitoba's far frontier, melted to a 
soft mass when temperature jumped 
to 36 above at the lumbering com- 
munity, Saskatoon, one of the chil- 
liest places in Canada just a few days 
ago, perspired at 37 above,

The executive committee, meet- 
ing prior to convening of the con- 
gress, vote’, 134 to 77, approving 
the resolution of Mahatma Gandhi, 
Nationalist leader, favoring eom- 
plete independence to be attained 
gradually, Gandhi advocated as a 
first step non-co-operation with the 
British governmental machinery, 


LAHORE, India, Dec, 30.—The 
ecutive committee of the All Indla 
National Congress party Sunday de- 
clared for complete independence for 
India, just prior to the opening of the 
forty-fourth congress, 4 

Mahatma Gandhi, long a leader of 
the Nationalist movement, led the 
fight tinst the proposed Dominion 
Status in the Britlsh Empire and in- 
troduced non-co-operative measures 
to enforce the congress party demands 
for indevendence. ‘These included re- 
fusal to attend the round table con- 
ference called to meet in London to

BALANCE IN CANADA'S FAV OR 


Canadian exports to Japan durin 
the year show an increase of about 20 
per cent over those for the previous year. 
Imports from Japan show a gain of less 
than ten per cent. Exports being already 
more than three times the value of 
imports, and gaining at a more rapid 
rate, the trend of our trade with that far 
eastern empire is on a most favorable 
basis. Japan evidently finds it profitable 
to trade with us, even on that basis. 
Canada assuredly has no cause to wish 
to alter the conditions. 


GOVERNMENT LAND-CLEARING 


The Provincial Government is devel- 
oping a scheme to employ idle men in 
clearing land for farmers; the Government 
to pay for the work and collect from the 
land-owners over a period of three years. 

Obviously a plan of that kind presents 
many opportunities for mistakes. There 
are in it chances in plenty for dissatisfac- 
tion to all parties concerned. How it will 
result will depend upon the skill with 
which it is carried through, and upon the 
measure of good faith that is shown by 
men who accept the work and the farm- 
ers on whose land they do the clearing. 

The initial difficulty will be to fix a 

rate of wages which farmers will feel 
that they can pay and which the unem- 
ployed men are willing to accept. If that 
hoppy medium barat bs found the scheme 
will come to nothing. If it can be found, 
there is scarcely a limit to the amount of 
work that would be available. At least, 
the arrangement should offer a chance to 
earn a living to the man who would rather 
earn a living than beg. 


A DESERVED TRIBU TE 


Canadians will appreciate the follow- 
ing editorial tribute which is paid by the 
Seattle Post-Intelligencer to the Canadian 
airmen who have gone north to hunt for 
two United States aviators, lost for some 
weeks in the wilds of the Arctic: 

“Commanded by T. M. (Pat) Reid, 
famed Canadian pilot, a party of Domin- 
ion aviators, with three planes, left Seat- 
tle Saturday for the Far North to rescue 
Carl Ben Hielson and his mechanic, Earl 
Borland.

This is no reflection upon their 
courage or ability, but it emphasizes the 
quality of stuff of which other flyers must 
be made to accept the gage and push 
north to take up the search,” 


T HIS 1s SO SUDDEN 


The western world has much to learn 
from the Orient; including, it seems, the 
ability to preserve a bland optimism 
which ignores embarrassing circumstances 
and tints the future with rosy confidence, 

A week or so ago, Shanghai despatches 
told us that the Nanking Government was 
fighting for its life, with no very good 
prosp ‘ of averting an immediate col- 
lapse. Rebellion had reared its ugly head 
in a half dozen districts and pitched bat- 
tles were the order of the day, with the 
honors going to the rebels as often as to 
the Nationalists. All which seemed to 
mply that the Government had ceased to 
rovern a considerable part of China, and 

was in a fair way to pass from the scene 
‘together. 

Now, Nanking greets the New Year 
with a program which bristles with the 
unfaltering assurance of firmly-seated 
authority. Extra-territorial rights which 
foreign residents enjoy in China are to be 
swept away forthwith. A new code will 
be promulgated under which foreigners 
and Chinese will settle their differences 
before Chinese judges whose orders will 
run throughout the land. Treaties with 
foreign countries are to be overhauled 
wholesale and in detail. From which it is

The University of Southern California has issued a 
117 page publication analyzing the factors that enter 
into effective study. This booklet presents an extensive 
and detailed discussion, in terms of twenty different 
fields, of thirty. -one principles of effective study. 

: Because these principles apply 
to the sort of study all of us must 
do daily in our work, as well as to 
the sort of study students must 
do in school, I want to present 
these thirty-one principles in this 
column. 

The first nine of these thirty- 
one principles have to do with 
equipping ourselves for effective 
study, Here they are: 

1. Keep physically fit, Decide 
Glenn rant upon and stick to a plan which 
provides adequate sleep, nourishing food, and out- 
door exercise, for physical fitness, save in the rarely 
exceptional case, is essential to mental efficiency 
2. Plan your study room, Select « «ood place to 
work, a room that is quiet, well lighted, not too 
warm, and well ventilated, a desk or a table with a 
straight chair, 

3. Budget your time, Make and follow a scnedule 
that is well planned in terms of time, place and sub- 
ect. 

4, Utillze text books effectively, Learn the tech- 
nique of using the topic sentences, cross references, 
tables, charts, indices, tables of contents, and biblio- 
graphies of books as means of getting more quickly 
and surely at their essence, 

5 Master library technique, Learn how to use card 
catalogs, indices, the Reader's Guide, standard refer- 
ence books, encyclopedias, and so on. Without mastery 
of these devices, one may waste half a life time in 
the library. 

6. Learn laboratory procedure. Discover and use 
the most efficient techniques for the several types of 
laboratory and shop work to be done. 

7. Master the scientific method, Learn to state 
problems clearly, gather all the facts, arrange the 
facts in releyant and orderly manner, discover re- 
lationships between facts, observe out-comes, and 
draw necessary and logical conclusions. 

8, Secure equipment, Lack of equipment means 
interruptions and delays, Secure therefore such essen- 
tials as a dictionary, the necessary basic books, tools, 
materials, and the most frequently used references, 

9. Record assignments. Make a clear record of each 
assignment of work exactly as it is given. Try to 
understand every such assignment in detail, the prob- 
be used, and the 


lems involved, the materials to 
methods to be employed.

The word “surgery” really means “hand 
work,” and the hand work of the surgeon who does

The best exercises to accomplish this? 


purpose are the so-called “setting- 
up” exercises. These are taken while 
lying on the back either on the floor 
or on a slanting board with the feet 
raised about two feet higher than the 
head. Secure two boards about 
six feet in length and twelve inches 
wide, Nail them together side 
side and place one end of this 6 x 2 
foot board on the window sill or side 
of the bed. Place over the board a 
quilt from the bed and a pillow on 
the floor where the board touches, 
Lie on the back, with the feet at the 
top end of the board, More vigorous 
exercise can be taken if a strap is 
placed around the top end of the 
board, and the feet Jiooked under the 
strap. ‘Try to comé to a sitting posi- 
tion, If you cannot do this at first 
do not despair, as the effort alone is 
a good exercise and will help break 
adhesions loose, At first make only 
a few attempts each morning and 
evening and as your strength im- 
proyes you can gradually increase the 
number of times. 

Another exercise to take on the

This formula filled out to suit the 
situation more or less applies to some 
milliors of citizens, as they observe 
Resolution day. Has psychology any- 
thing to offer on 
the subject? Not 
enough wholly to 
approve or con- 
demn, but to give 
a hint to re- 
solvers to deter- 
mine for 
selves whether 
they want to 
make resolutions, 
and on what de- 
pends the keep- 

ww ing of them. 

Perhaps a few hundred thousand 
people resolved to beep a diary. Ex- 
amine these at the end of 1930, and 
January shows a brilliant record, es- 
pecially the first half; Webruary is a 
shorter month and doesn't come out 
bad second; March slumps, 
and by May or June, at the latest, 
the surviving diaries are reduced to a 
trickle of the original stream, 

Why? Because the emotional 
warmth to keep the fire going in re- 
spect to a diary isn’t very authentic; 
you have to use the bellows and that 
becomes tiresome. That curve of di- 
minishing entries in diaries is typical 
of the emotional course, beginning 
with high inflammatory zest and alas! 
80 quickly cooling to a lukewarm in- 
terest. Keeping a diary doesn’t mean 
enough to you. 

Resolution day deals as much with 
breaking habits as with making them, 
and there isn't quite so much differ- 
ence between them. Whether I re- 
solve to break off the habit of getting 
my desk and papers into a mess or

William James makes the point tn 
regard to emotions aroused by mus.c, 
“The remedy would be never to suffer 
oneself to have an emotion at a con- 
cert without expressing it afterward 
in some active way. Let the expres- 
sion be the least thing in the world 


speaking genially to one's aunt, or 
giving up one’s seat in a horse car 
{f nothing more herole offers—but 


let it not fail to take place,” 

Thus resolutions really have some 
value; for we form general habits as 
well as special ones; and the habit 
of prime value is that of making an 
effort, regularly. Try at something; 
keep up the effort, habit; and you 
have something to fall back on, not 
at the beginning of the year only but 
throughout the year, 

People who keep. resolutions are 
those who have maintained the habit 
of making an effort, They can apply 
that general habit to support any 
specific habit; but they may be the 
very ones who have least need of 
making resolutions. We are so in- 
evitably absorbed in the daily routine 
that it 1s worthwhile to take stock 
and get a general perspective of the 
directions in which we are wasting 


effort, failing to make the right ef- 
forts, consider what is worth making 
an effort for, In that case one might 
record: “Be it resolved that t need 
not make New Year's resolutions.”

In the allocation of work Ae 
Monday morning, the men were sent | 
to carry out clearing operations at 
Mayfair, Groat Ravine, near the south 
end of the high level bridge, Victoria 
Park and near the 105 street bridge. 

At present the relief work scheme 
is costing more than $500 a day and 
under the arrangement decided upon, 
the government will reimburse the city 
for this amount in ac much as it af- 
fects other than bona fide married 
residents of the city. 

It is emphasized that these drifters 
will not secure work on sewer con- 
struction jobs at present under way 
or about to be started in the city. As 
fer as possible this work, which is paid 
for at the union scale of 55 cents per 
hour, will be confined to bona fide 
married residents of the city. 

Government's Scheme

by the provincial government will 
work with farmers in the clearing of 
land, the government to pay for the 
labor and the farmers to repay over
